NEW YORK, March 29. — A 
resolution recommending that 
birth control be given a place in 


the program of the American Medi- 


cal Association and the county and 
‘State societies was today 
at a meeting of 1000 physicians 
from which all laymen were 
barred and which was held in con- 
nection with the sixth international 


conference. 

After the meeting a telegram was 
sent to President Coolidge by Mrs. 
Margaret Sanger, president of the 
American Birth Control League, 
urging him to take steps toward 
‘the formation of a Federal birth- 
rate commission. 

Mrs. Sanger’s telegram says that 
the conference has “pointed out 
the organic correlation between an 
uncontrolied birth rate and the 
great national problems of mater- 
nal mortality, infantile mortality, 
child labor, poverty, mental de- 
fects and crime, and the vast na- 
tional expenditures necessary to 
meet these problems.” 

The President is urged to form 
a Federal birth-rate commission 
of ecientistse who will investigare 
“ all customs and conditions now 
menacing the racial health and 
economic. well-being of. our coun- 
The resolution passed by the 
physicians urged medica] societies 
to make a study of birth control 
as a “very important and compli- 
eated problem, requiring scientific 
guidance,.,” and coming properly 
within the province of preventive 
medteine.

It is rumored that Duke's: firat 
wife asks for not only additional 
funds, but strikes at the very le- 
gality of the decree that diesolved 
her Ynarriage In 1907 om the sup- 
posed ground that Duke was nova 
resident of New Jersey at that 
time. 

Duke obtained his divorce in 
March, 1907..In July of that year 
he married his present wife, the 
then Miss Nannie Lee Hinman. But

M. Bail, a sister of the first Mrs. 
Duke, brought suit agaist Duke 
for $200,000.

RUSSIANS 


Soviet Envoy Objects to 
Chinese Armies’ .Use of 


Anti-Red Adherents

SHANGHAI, March 29.—-M. Le- 
on Karakhan, soviet ambassador 
to Peking, has addressed a note 
to Shen Jui-Lin, Chinese Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, protesting the 
use of “White” Russian troops in 
the’ Fengtien armies during their 
drive in Shanghal.. 

When {ft was first learned that 
Gen. Chang Chung-Chang wes 
using a detachment of Russians in 
his fight to oust Gen. Chi Haleh- 
Yuan, a considerable stir was cre- 
ated in foreign circles in Shang- 
hal. But Gen. Chang and his leu- 
tenants were quick to explain that 
the Russians were Chinese, since 
they had become naturalized up- 
enlisting. 

When a troop train of about 
fifty of them entered Shanghai as 
an advance guard for the.Fengtien 
army, Russians living in the Iinter- 
national settlement flocked to the 
depot to see them come in. It Is 
estimated that 400 additional Rus- 
sians joined the ranks of the Chi- 
nése general at the time and left 
for Nanking, where they were 
tralned. 

The soviet ambassador bases his 
objection on the ground of the vi- 
olation of a provision in the Russo- 
Chinese agreement signed last year 
to the effect that. the Chinese gov- 
ernment is not tO permit the en- 
Metment under Chinese command- 
ers of Russians who served in Rus- 
sian armies under the Czarist re- 
gime.

BAKERSFIELD, March 380.— 
After drilling in a number of lo-

The Pan American Petroleum 
Company, in a deep test on the 
Kern Bluffs, the Visalia Midway in 
the Edison district, the Shell Com- 


pany in the Weed Patch, the Gen- 
eral Petroleum Corporation at Co- 
manche Point have all ended their 
teats without encouragement for 
further exploration. 

The Shell has just moved out of 
the Weed Patch, where a test well 
was drilled on the Leonard Jones 
tract, Section 29, 30-29, ffteen 
miles southeast of Bakersfield. Re- 
ports are to the effect that gran- 
ite was struck at 4300 feet. 

Tests in a number of other areas 
are proceeding with no better re- 
sults. The Main Oil Company's 
wildcat at Wasco etill shows gas 
but scouts express little hopes of 
an oil discovery. 

In the Rio Bravo district the 
Union Ol] Company's deep test is 
proceeding although but little en- 
couragément is held out that any- 
thing of value will be obtained be- 
yond some geological data.

WILD JAZZ PARTIES 
IN CAMEO OFFERING 


‘Mad Whirl” Theme No Long- 
er Novel; Vaudeville Good 


It’s been the fashion now for 
some time to take stabs at -~pro- 
hibition, the life of sophisticates, 
and the jazz kingdom in general, 
via the motion pictures.“And so 
“The Mad Whirl,” playing at the 
Cameo, as its title implies, is just 
another of those pictures follow- 
ing along the well-broken path.
